Juarez, May 23.—If President Diaz 


causes another break in the armistice 
now existing between the 
federals 


and Aladero's army, his head will be 
severed from his body and presented 
to Madero on 
a. silver tray. 
This 


threat has been made by Lanarri, the 
woman commanding a force of rebels 
:a Sonora. 
She wir*d Madero that 


she would observe the truce as lonj; 
as Diaz kept his word with the above 
mentioned alternative. She will act 
the headsman's part herself. 


The fact that the rebel bands act- 


ing independently are still fighting, 
worries Madero more than any othe: 
phase of the situation at present. The 
big difficulty encountered is exactly 
as forecasted by the elder Madero— 
it is almost impossible to convince 
the rebel chiefs of the commands tha'^ 
the agreement is genuine. 


It was apparent today that Madero 
regards it as vital to his leadership 
that he bring peace among the in- 
surgents now that he has signed 
a 


peace agreement. Today he sent two 
of his brothers into the interior 
to 


attempt to pacify the rebels who are 
still fighting. The operations of the 
Socialist party in Mexico is also cans- 
ing trouble for Madero. The Social- 
ists are attacking him as a 
slave 


driver. 
| 


Juarez, May 23.—Despite the fact.' 


that the news of the signing of the I 
peace agreement between the rebels ' 
and the government has caused a ces- i 
gallon 
of 
hostilities 
throughout 


Northern Mexico, trouble is feared on 
the part of the Cientifico party .whose 
members have been deposed on ac- 
count of the Maderisto movement. 


There is a serious agitation on the 


part of this faction to start another 
revolution against the Maderistos. 


It is not thought, however, 
the 


Mexican people will rally to any rev- 
olutionary movement for som,e time, 
at least, and the opposition from the 
Cientificos, it is believed, really will 
be in the nature of vigorous politi- 
cal activity. 


The inaurrecto troops may be kept 


at the various garrisons in Mexico for 
a few months in readiness for trouble 
but no definite plans along that line 
have been formed by Senor Madero. 
He intends to see that th.e g-uaran- 
tees are carried out by the installa- , 
tion of good governors, and his in- j 
tention at present 
is to keep 
the 


troops mobilized merely until com- 
plete order la restored. 


Senor MaJero and 
his 
present 


chiefs discussed the make-up of the 
new cabinet which is to surround S,e- 
nor De La Barra, the incoming pro- 
visional president. 
The most satis- 


lying news to them was the receipt 
of a message from Ernesto Madero. 
at Monterey, a brother of Francisco 
I. Madero, Sr., announcing that he 
would accept .the portfolio of finance. , 


The portfolio of minister of jus- 


tice, which has been offered to Se- 
nor Vasquez Tagle.a well known law-1 
yer in Mexico City, has not yet been 
accepted by him on account of 
ill 


health. Should he be unable to take 
the post, it is said, Rafael Herma- 
dez, 
a cousin of Francisco I. Madero, 


Jr., the rebel leader, and one of the 
go-betweens in the 
peac,e negotia- 


tions, may be named. Senor 
Pino 


Suarez, of Yucatan, is another whose 
uame is frequently mentioned in case 
Senor Vasque/, Tagle does not 
ac- 


cept. 
Senor Suarez himself, howev- 


er, prefers to be provisional gover- 
nor of Yucatan, where he is said to 
he very popular, and where Senor 
Madero can count on him for strong 
political support in the coming gen- 
eral elections. 
General Rascons is 


still the choice for minister of war. 


Dr. Francisco Vasquez Gomez Left 
here at 8 o'clock- last night for San 
Antonio, Texas, where he will meet 
hi* family and journey on to Mexi-. 
co City three days later. He will con-' 
fer at San Antonio with his brother, 
Emilio, who has been named for thn 
post of gobernacion. It is considered 
possible that the two brothers may 
exchange portfolios before Senor De 
La Barra Installs the n,ew cabinet.

Thursday of this week increased the 
activity of Senor Madero in prepar-

that Senor Madoro will journey by 
way of San Antonio, Texas, and Lar- 
edo, Texas. Warrants held by Ualt- 


ed States authorities for violating the 
neutrality laws when he was in Amer- 
ican territory have been waived and 
he has been assured of safe passage 
through Texas.

der houses. It was said by a physlc*- 
ian that 65 federals had been found 
piled in a well after the first day's 
fighting; that 12 others were discov- 
ered on a roof and buried near-by be- 
fore the battle ended. 


The White Cross, under Miss Elena 


Arizmendi y Mejia, granddaughter of 
General ArizmenJi, former secretary 
of war, was first on the scene. 
It 


was organized when the Mexican Red 
'Cross was alleged to have refused to 
aid insurrecto wounded. 


The number of dead, it 
appears., 


was far out of proportion to 
the 


wounded, but General Vitjoen, who 
fought with the Boers In South Af- 
rica, and has been military adviser 
to Senor Madero, declared today the 
heavy loss in killed was inevitable 
on account of the close range of the 
fire. 


Juarez, May 23.—A rumor reach- 


ed Madero today that Vice President 
Corrale had resigned and that Diaz 
would follow suit, before night. Ma- 
dero openly displayed his satisfac- 
tion at this report, although it is un- 
confirmed. 
Madero also received a 


telegram from Mexico City today ad- 
vising him that the Mexican govern- 
ment would this afternoon release 
from prison all political prisoners. 
These number more than 1,000 and 
most of them are Madero support- 
ers jailed for no other reason. At 
least 30 are close personal friends of 
Madero.

Economy and Dress. 


The Care of Cloves. 


HE woman who wishes to dress as economically as possible can 
keep down the cost of her gloves, not only by buying the kind 
Of skins und sewing that gives the best wear, but by her cara 
of her gloves. 
And caring for gloves does not mean merely 


the matter of keeping them mended. There are other waya to prolong 
their life than by taking the stitch In time. 


In the first place, there are right and wrong ways of putting on 


gloves. The right way does not Injure them, the wrong way, la the 
course of time, weakens and tears the skin or fabric. 


A glove should be worked on from the finger-ends. It should never 


be forced up between th« fingers at their base. This la what so many 
do. They bear down hard upon the glove between the flngera, with the 
Idea that this force will bring the glove up over the finger. So It will. 
But It Is very likely to tear or rip the glove at the same time. Between 
the flngera at the base, Is the weakest place In a glove. The leather or 
fabric has to be cut here In diverse ways to give it the proper shape, 
and It Is further weakened by the stitching. 
Now if It Is pressed 


forcibly In order to get the glove on, it Is very apt to tear sooner or 
later. 
The glove-fingers should be worked on from the tips up, the 


thumb put In last, and then the glove pulled on from the wrlat. 
But 


this Jamming of the fingers between their base la bad. 


Black kid gloves should be kept In parafflne or oiled paper. 
A 


black glove Is really a white skin painted. 
This paint naturally will 


harden and dry, unless It is properly cared for. 
The oiled paper 


keeps the air away and helps keep the skin soft. 
Consequently, It la 


not so likely to crack or the color to come off. 


All kid gloves should be kept away from salt air or damp air KB 


much as possible. They should not be kept near heat, but they should 
b« kept dry. 


It seems scarcely necessary to say that gloves should b« neatly 


mended, and that they should be mended as soon as the ripping starts. 
Most stores will mend gloves for a very small charge. 
They mend 


th«m with the same sort of machine as sews the glov« in the making. 
Consequently, the mending do«a not show, which Is not the case with 
the home mender, unless she be very skilful. 
However, whether one 


wishes to pay the cost of store mending or not Is a matter for the 
Individual pocketbook. 
But one can save on the yearly outlay for 


gloves by buying the right sort of skins, choosing stitching thM m«ans 
good wear, by putting th«m on carefully, and keeping them away from 
tt« air.
